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Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant points out that on pg. 10 paragraph 24 
of the specification it is stated that the valve assembly 64 comprises a variable orifice bleed disc 90 and a supporting disc 92, however, 
Examiner notes that the drawings fail to clearly show the discs. In figure 5 there are four unlabeled discs associated with the valve 
assembly 64, therefore making it unclear as to which discs represent the variable orifice bleed disc and the supporting disc. It is also 
maintained that discs 90 and 92 are associated with the base valve assembly and that different discs (having structures similar to discs 
90 and 92) must be associated with the piston valve assembly. With regards to the mid/high speed valve limitation, it is maintained that 
the word "including" is also an opn-ended term which consequently suffers from the same problems as the term "comprising". Finally, 
with regards to the outer edge, Examiner maintains that the rejection is based on the outer edge shown in the area of the lead line 
associated with n 19a". Examiner also notes that it was not Examiner's intention to suggest that element 19a was a chorda! edge, but that 
it would have been obvious to have modifed that outer edge shown in the area of 19a to have included any appropriate configuration 
including that of a chord, as best determined by routine experimentation, in order to achieve desired fluid flow and damping 
characteristics. 
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
